in rocky ranges in western Colorado 
and stretching north and westward in- 
to Wyoming and Utalj, offers a man n 
mammoth oil supply when he has ex- 
hausted the natural oil fields 
of the 


world. 


Exploitation of the, source, 
federal 


and private 
experts are convinced, 


awaits only the waning of the- nation's 
oil supply to point where some new 
method of oil derivation is necessary, 
and the development of a commercially 
feasible method of converting into oil 
the hydrogen and carbon atoms with 
which the shale teems. 


So sure are those- 
concerned with 


the future 
oil supply that the fields 


of shale wilt yield it. that the United 
States government already has estab- 
ished an experimental plant at Rulls- 
on. Colo., for conversion of shale Into 
oil and has set aside in the region a 
naval shale 
reserve, 
while 
private 


companies have obtained rights to al- 
most all the ranges not embraced in 
government reserves. 


In the immediate area of western 


Colorado are some 2,000 square miles 
<nown to contain oil shale—the heart 
of the largest shale deposits in 
the 


world. Government and private stu- 
dents of the field estimate that it will 
yield a barrel to a barrel and a half nf 
crude oil from each ton of shale treat- 
ed. Victor C. Aldcrson, former presi- 
dent of the Colorado School of Mines, 
places the 
productive value of the 


Holds at between 50 and SO billion gal- 
lons of oil—enough to last the United 
States for a century at the present an- 
nual rate of consumption, which 's 
750 to SOO million barrels. 


The deposits are most extensive in 


the vicinity of Grand Junction, De- 
Beque and Palisades. 
Some of 
the 


shale mountains rise to 3,000 feet. The 
oil strata range from a few inches lo 
several feet in thickness, and in color 
from light tan to a dark mahogany. 


The shales do not 
contain oil — 


merely the elements necessary to oil. 
The oil is manufactured from the. 
rocks. Patents for hundreds of produc- 
tion processes have been granted, most 
of them to Coloradoans. and several 
small plants 
are now in operation 


seeking to prove economic feasibility 
of the process. A similar conversion 
of shales to oil is practiced in Scot- 
and. but it is not deemed practical for 
handling the 
Colorado shale. 
Some 


authorities hold that oil can be pro- 
duced from 
the shale, when 
need 


arises, at a commercial coast of SI a 
barrel. 
' The shale mountains, exploited for 


oil, 
may also yield a 
by-prcduct of 


fertilizer. Farmers near DeEeque say 
they have picked shale rocks off' fheir 
fields, burned them, and found that on 
the next year the grain grows from 
six inches to two feet taller on the 
spots where the black ash of the rocks 
was left, and that it also produces a 
heavier yield. 


Operators have found inthe treat- 


ment of shale a process for 
indus- 


trial power. 
When heat is 
applied 


•within an airtight drum to the shale 
for the manufacture of oil, certain 
fixed gaj.es arc obtained. These have 
both heating and lighting properties, 
and have been piped off and led be- 
neath the retorts to form the fuel by 
which the flames are maintained for 
heating the retorts and keeping them 
in operation. The gases have also been 
piped to power plants to furnish power 
for operation of trams and camp ma- 
chinery.

Jn 13 states the primary vote exceeds 
the general election vote, in 13 others 
It appears to bo the determining factor 
in the election and in six or eight of 
the other 11 primary states the ibsue 
is seldom In doubt alter the primaries. 


Mr. Michelet shows that the primary 


vote has increased 
fioin 8,456.139 in 


1702(1 to 13.S2H.215 in 1920, when the 
gei'eial election vote for the 40 *.t«itcs 
was 17.167.314. Tins was a gats of CO 
pet cci.t. The gain from 1020 »o 1924 
was f O per cent, while theio weie only 
10 per cent more votes in the general 
election in the entire 48 states. On the 
basis of these figures, Michelet de- 
scribes the j imwy growth

most conspicuous feature on the face1 
of American politics."

STATE STATISTICS 


In this study, Mr. Michelet has dealt 
only with state wide 
primaries 
for 


nomination of state official, and U. S. 
senators and congressmen. Just such 
primaries, of course, as pioduced the 
lamentable Vare 
nd Smith scandals 


in Pennsylvania and Illinois and led 
such staunch friends of the people as 
Secretary Mellon, Senator *3avo Reed 
and Vice President Dawes to suggest 
that primaries were very bad things 
for the public o morals. 


As soon as the important facts in 


the Michelet analysis begin to sink in 
on politicians and others who are in- 
terested in such things, argument will 
begin as to what they mean and the 
pro-primary folks will use the figures 
to prove one thing and the anti-pri- 
mary folks to prove another. 


With admirable restraint, Mr. Mich- 


elet himself has kept propaganda out

HAD TO BOLT 


Anyone can run in a piimary and 


give the public a qhance to reward 
him for his services; under the old 
system a candidate had to bolt the 
party—as did Roosevelt in 1912—in 
case he wasn't satisfactory to the big 
boys. Most of the presidential primary 
laws in effect today were adopted by 
various states in order to give Roose- 
velt a chance at the Republican nom- 
ination. Roosevelt was very success- 
fiirin those' primaries', but tticre 
weren't enough of them to put him 
o\'cr. 


The voter, realizing that his best 


chance to obtain a satisfactory official 
lies in the primary, acts accordingly. 
If a man totally unsatisfactory to him 
•wins the nomination, his party tells 
him to vote the straight ticket, but his 
.common sense tells him to support the 
other party's man or to refrain from 
the election.

versity, and Dr. Alexander Mciklcjohn 
professor of philosophy at the school 
and former president of Ainhcrst Col 
lege. 


There will be no court.es or classes 


as they are popularly known, and the 
institution will be virtually a college 
within a- college. The students will 
livo and study in an atmosphere of 
easy informality. 


OWN SOCIAL LIFE 


The "Experimental 
College" 
will 


have its own convocations, athletics. 
and social life. 
Enrollment the flrbt 


year will be limited to 123 male stu- 
dents, and the tutorial method of in- 
struction will be used. Students will 
go to their professors for ass-istance 
and instruction at their will, return 
ing to their work as they see fit. 


But university officials have planned 


that the departuie 
will not be a 


"rest cure." The term-end examina- 
tions will be more severe than those 
usually given. 


In betting up the college, the univer- 


sity recognizes the oftmadc assertion 
that the small college offers 
better 


teaching power because of more inti- 
mate and individual contact between 
teacher and student. 


But inability of the small college to 


furnish the facilities of the great uni- 
versities is a handicap, so President 
Frank and Dr. Meiklejohn believe the 
combination of the two will strike a 
happy educational medium. 


FEW LECTURES 


Each dormitory section of the school 


will present a commons, where books 
required for the work of the section 
will be kept, general instruction given 
and the very few lectures delivered. 


Probably during the first year, after 


studying the college itself, the 
stu 


dents will take up one of the .signifi- 
cant periods in the development of the 
world's civilization, for experimenta- 
tion in what shall be taught. 


Dr. Meiklejohn and President Frank 


were friends when the former was at 
his eastern post and the latter was 
editor of the Century Magazine. When 
Meiklejohn was ousted from Aniherst 
because of his liberal views on educa- 
tion. Mr.' Frank offered him the Brit- 
tmgham chair of philosophy at Wis- 
consin. 


The "Experimental College" will be 


patterned after a. method of teaching 
now in vogue at Oxford University in 
England, the only institution of higher 
education in the •world where similar 
ideas have been tried.

"TRUTH CRUSHED TO EARTH" 
It is an article 
of 
unquestioned 


faith with nearly all of us that "truth 
crushed to earth shall rise again. We 
learned it as school children from our 
copy books and since then we have, 
heard it a million times from Fourth 
of July orators and preachers and 
philosophers and editors. Say a thins 
often enough and positively eno'ugh 
and it is sure to become an article of 
faith. 


Is it true? Perhaps it is. in a man- 


ner of speaking, at least true enough 
tcr the purposes of those who use 
the ancient adage. \Vhen it is equiva- 
lent to the assertion that a fact can- 
not be permanently 
suppressed, 
as 


people who had the authority have 
been trying^to do in all ages, it is 
true enough". You may imprison Qa!i- 
feo but you cannot permanently sup"- 
press the fact that "the world do 
move." 


But often the deduction is drawn 


that truth is more vital and longer- 
lived than falsehood Shakspere did not 
think so, at least not in so far as 
truth is synonymous with good and 
evil with falsehood. He makes one of 
his characters say that "the evil men 
do lives after them, the good is of in- 
terred with their bones." 


It was an. interesting adventure to 


me to come upon a similar pronounce- 
ment recently by a man who in his 
own country and time may 
legiti- 


mately be compared to Shakspere in 
the age of Elizabeth, namely Anatole 
France. This is what he says about 
truth and error in "The Amethyst" 


"Do you' think, said M. Leterricr. 


'that Truth contains a power that 
renders her invincible, and sooner 
or later ens-;:v.! her final -triumph?' 


" 'It is precisely what I personally 


do not think,' returned M. Bergerct. 
'On the contrary, I opine that in the 
majority of cases Truth is likely to 
fall a victim to the disdain or insul's 
of mankind, and to perish in obscur- 
ity. 
I could give you many instances 


of this. Remember, my dear sir, that 
Truth has so many points of infer- 
iority to Falsehood as practically to 
be doomed to extinction. 
To

with. Truth stand alone. That is not 
her only shortcoming. -She is inert, 
is not capable of modification, is nit 
adapted to those machinations which 
would enable her to win her way in- 
to the licart.s and

Considerable 
allowance 
must 
be 


made, in considering this passage, for 
Anatole France's well known irony. 
He loved truth more than most men, 
and he was more sensitive to false- 
hood than most men. He habitually 
distils his bitterness over men's dis- 
respect for truth in ironical utter- 
ances, and he also loved perversity, 
as docs for instance Bernard Shaw. 
If all the world had said that false- 
hood had more vitality and a longer 
life- than truth he, would probably 
have defended the idea that "truth 
crushe'd _to earth shall rise again." But 
as it was the other way round, he 
took the other side of the argument. 


It is not necessary to decide the 


question between truth and falsehood 
to enjoy a point of view such as ex- 
pressed by France. It is worth 
ob- 


serving that a vast number of tiiingo 
that go by the name of truth are not 
truth at all, merely 'habits of thought 
that may or may not have been true 
at one time but are no longer true to- 
day. In all ages men have been a'oout 
as ready to die for a falsehood as 
a truth. The lies about great men 
have such an astonishing vitality that 
most people are angry enough to kick 
you if you question their authenticity.' 
Reporters invented the dying 
words 


of John Quincy Adams. A hundred 
years later we still get angry when 
the exact truth is told about the in- 
cident. The falsehood is so much more 
beautiful: it is good for a couple of 
centuries more. .

A democracy is a, form of govern- 


ment in which the people speak an<J 
act directly on public questions.
